The resolution further emphasizes that 
this transformation should be orderly, just, and equitable, taking into consideration 
energy security. 


Positive Side of Resolution Point 6: 


Clear Emphasis on Urgency: The resolution clearly communicates the urgency of 
decarbonizing the energy system to align with the goal of limiting global temperature 
rise to 1.5 degrees Celsius. This emphasis on urgency aligns with the global consensus 
on the need for swift and decisive action to address climate change. 


Comprehensive Approach: By highlighting the necessity of accelerating the clean 
energy transition from both the demand and supply sides, the resolution takes a 
comprehensive approach. This recognizes the multi-faceted nature of the energy system 
and the importance of addressing challenges on both ends. 


Commitment to Just and Equitable Transition: The resolution underscores the 
importance of an orderly, just, and equitable transition. This commitment acknowledges 
the social and economic dimensions of the clean energy transition, emphasizing 
fairness and inclusivity in the process. 


Consideration for Energy Security: By emphasizing that the transformation should 
account for energy security, the resolution recognizes the interconnectedness of energy 
transitions and security considerations. This consideration aligns with the need for a 
balanced approach that ensures stability and resilience in energy systems. 


Negative Side of Resolution Point 6: 


Lack of Concrete Strategies: While the resolution outlines the need for rapid 
decarbonization and a just transition, it does not provide concrete strategies or actions 
to achieve these goals. Critics might argue that without specific guidance, the 
resolution may lack practical impact in driving actual change. 

Potential for Ambiguity: The terms “orderly,” “just,” and “equitable” are open to 
interpretation, and the resolution does not provide clear definitions or criteria for these 
concepts. This ambiguity may lead to varying interpretations and potential challenges in 
implementation. 


Balance Between Urgency and Orderliness: Balancing the urgency of decarbonization 
with the call for an orderly transition may pose challenges. Critics might argue that the 
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rapid pace required for decarbonization may conflict with the goal of ensuring an 
orderly process, potentially leading to delays in implementation. 


Limited Specifics on Energy Security: While the resolution mentions accounting for 
energy security, it does not provide specifics on how to achieve this balance. Critics 
might seek more details on the measures or strategies to maintain energy security 
during the transition, ensuring a comprehensive and robust approach. 


In summary, while the resolution points to the urgency of decarbonizing the energy 
system and emphasizes important considerations such as justice, equity, and energy 
security, it faces criticism for the lack of specific strategies, potential ambiguity in 
terms, and the challenge of balancing urgency with orderliness in the transition 
process. 
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
